Turkish Charge At Washington 
Will Deliver the Unveiling 
Address. 


Worcester, Mass., Dec. 14.—(Special.) 
—Witii a landslide vote to-day the peo¬ 
ple of Worcester, the largest no-license 
city In the world, decided for the re¬ 
turn of the s&toon by a majority of 
3,740, as against the no-license major¬ 
ity last year of 200. The landslide for 
license wras big enough to cause even 
the most rabid liquor man in the city 
to wonder how it happened, and, al¬ 
though during the campaign ail kinds 
of predictions were n a ie, no one be¬ 
lieved tht* license would win at all. 

James Logan, Republican candidate 
for re-electiqp as Mayor, and on® of 
the strongest advocate® of prohibition 
in the State of Massachusetts, defeated 
his opponent by a majority of 3.832. 

*T regret exceedingly to see Worces¬ 
ter g»> for license,” he said to-night, 
“but If that is the will of the people 
I promise that tho license law shall be 
enforced to the very letter.” 

The license question was voted on In 
fourteen other cities of Massachusetts 
to-day. Last year the no-licence ma¬ 
jorities for the fifteen cities, including 
Worcester, was 025. I .ns majority 
was cut to 2,197 by to-day’s vote. 

Salem, however, went back to no-li¬ 
cense by 500 votes after a year of 11- 
cenec. The other cities remain os they 
were a year ago on the license ques¬ 
tion. 

Eight of the eleven Mayors w ho were 
up for re-election were returned. 

Mayor George H. Brown, the police¬ 
man Mayor of Lowell, who won by an 
unprecedented majority last year, was 
beaten by his Democratic opponent. 
John F. Meehan, by 498 votes. Mayor 
John F. Hurley was defeated In Salem 
by Arthur Howard, a newspaper own¬ 
er. Howard ha® been a resident of the 
city only a year, during which he has 
conducted a strenuous champaign, edit¬ 
ing his paper for a time from Jail be¬ 
cause of a libel action. 

George H. Fall, who has run for 
Mayor of Malden for six years and de¬ 
clared he would be a continuous candi¬ 
date until elected, secured the coveted 
goal.

More Money For Alleys. 


As will be seen from the foregoing 
figure* the largest Increases come un¬ 
der the head of street and sewer clean¬ 
ing and sewer construction and repairs. 
The Board of Public Works asked for 
these two Increases after ascertaining 
that In Addition to the regular clean¬ 
ing of streets and collection of garbage 
there are nearly seventy miles of alleys 
which should be taken care of and 
which have been neglected for the past 
two years. Many of the catch basins 
are In a deplorable condition, accord¬ 
ing to the members of the Board of 
Public Works, and these are to be sys¬ 
tematically cleaned In order to prevent 
damage suits, which frequently arise 
from overflow*. The sinking fund in¬ 
crease Is made necessary by the addi¬ 
tional interest on the city’s bonds.

BOBSLED STRUCK BY 
PASSENGER TRAIN 


ONE YOUTH KILLED AT LAFAY¬ 
ETTE. IND., AND SIX OTH¬ 
ERS INJURED. 


Lafayette. Ind., Dec. 14.—One boy 
wa® killed and six were Injured to-night 
when a bottled on which they were 
coasting collided with a Wabash pas¬ 
senger train at the Columbla-stncet 
crossing. The coasters were scattered 
for a block along tho track. The sled 
was reduced to kindling wood.

Only One Dissenting Vote. 


Buffalo, N. Y . Dec 14.—Three of the 
world's roost famous aviators—the 
Wright brothers and Glen H. Curtiss, of 
the Herrln-Curtiss Company—joined Is¬ 
sue in a legal battle here to-day. The 
proceeding®, which came before Judge 
Hazel In the United States Court, were 
In a suit brought by the Wrights for the 
preliminary Injunction against Cur¬ 
tiss to restrain him and hi® associates 
from manufacturing and selling aero¬ 
planes on the ground that In all essen¬ 
tial details Curtiss Is infringing the pat 
ents of the Wrights. Arguments had 
not been completed when court ad¬ 
journed until to-morrow. 

Attorney H. A. Toulmln. of Springfield 
Ohio, representing the Wright brothers 
argued for three hours to show that 
his clients were the pioneers in making 
and demonstrating the heavier than air 
machines. He laid special #uv*m on the!* 
discovery' of devices for balancing a ma¬ 
chine In the wind, one of the claims In 
the suit being that Curtiss copied these 
devices. It was also charged that Cur¬ 
tiss received hts Inspiration and under¬ 
standing of these devices while A M 
Herring, his partner, wa® a guest of the 
Wright brothers In 1803.

He declared that the Wrights 
themselves had admitted that the In¬ 
clined or curved plane and the forward 
and near attachments were old; that 
while the Wrights had solved the bal¬ 
ancing problem. Curtiss had adopted an 
entirely different plan to maintain 
equilibrium. He also claimed that the 
particular devices upon which the 
Wrights claimed Infringement never 
had been patented. 

He contended that an automatic de¬ 
vice to maintain equilibrium wa® still 
the great desideratum In the aeroplane. 

After paying a tribute to the Wright 
brothers for their success, he added that 
their fame, after all, rested largely upon 
their skill u* “aeroplane chauffeurs, 1 
which did not figure In tho suit.

It Is not part of the plan to main¬ 
tain such a force In Nicaragua perman¬ 
ently, but only long enough to permit 
or a fair and free general election and 
the establishment of a President who

The attitude of the Government or 
Mexico with respect to tho Nicaraguan 
situation I* set forth in a document 
which wa® to-day placed in the hand® 
of Secretary Knox by Gov. Creel, or 
Chihuahua. Gov. Creel, who recently 
arrived In Washington, hail an interview 
with Secretary Knox this afternoon. 
Gov. Creel presented a statement from 
President Diaz containing the latter s 
view* with respect to the questions 
pending between the United States and 
S'lcaragua. 

At the State Department It was an¬ 
nounced no statement could be made 
with respect to the Mexican note, for 
the present at least. or until the depart¬ 
ment officials had had an opportunity 
to rive It thorough consideration. It Is 
expected, however, that this Govern- 
menf« roply >n«y be reedy <JeUvery 
to Gov. Creel within the next day w 
two. 


Zelaya's Concessions. 


The report from Managua that the 
Nicaraguan Congress, probably omlci- 
paling the early retirement of Presi¬ 
dent Zelaya, attempted to authorize a 
number of Important concessions to 
friends of Zelaya. calls atrentkin to the 
number of vastly remunerative monop- 
ollea already enjoyed by Zelaya and his 
friends. The facts as to these monop¬ 
olies ore contained tn official reports to 
the State Department, and are said to 
be susceptible of absolute proof. 

This attempt at wholesale monopoli¬ 
zation of the resource* of the republic, 
and. in fftet. the recognition or tolera¬ 
tion of monopolies In any form. Is In 
direct and deliberate violation of the 
Nicaraguan constitution, which spe¬ 
cifically ordains that “there shall be no 
monopolies.” Notwithstanding, It Is 
known that President Zelaya is inter¬ 
ested in or l* the sole owner of at least 
seventeen monopolies that pay very 
large dividends One of these is called 
the Aguardiente Syndicate, which han¬ 
dles rum made from .sugar cane. This 
n>onopoly paid during the year 
205 per cent.

, grace attracting derision and reproach 
• wherever he goes. Is this jui ignominy to 
which his country should consign the 
wretch who had drunk to th»? dregs the 
cup of humiliation? Is this a trial to 
which even an offended country should 
betray him? No; let the industrious con¬ 
vict be allowed a moderate portion of hi* 
own earnings to bear him to his distant 
wne. perhaps to his beggared family." 
At the time of the messages from 
1 which the above quotations are taken, at 
the expiration of the convict’s sentence 
ho w*na discharged In his convict garb of 

i striped clothing and left to make his 
way. as best he could, back to his home 
| or wherever hr desired to go. Shortly 
' after these messages, however, provision 
was made that a convict, upon ids libera¬ 
tion. should receive a suit of clothes, five 
dollars in money and transportation to 
the county of his conviction. However, 
no provision has born made for the edu¬ 
cation of the convict within the peniten¬ 
tiary or for securing employment for 
him upon hie release.

Three Grades For Prisoners. 


"thle board has graded the prisoners In 
thb Frankfort penitentiary into three 
r grades. All convicts upon their admit- 
Mo n to the penitentiary go into the sec- 
l-.Ufid grade and are clad in a suit of gray. 
This Is being extended to the Eddyviile 
prison. By good conduct they may be 
Advanced to the first grade, as an evi¬ 
dence of which they are given a blue 
cap, as a mark of distinction, or by 
bad conduct they may be reduced to the 
third grade and compelled io wear the 
prison stripe as a mark of their miscon¬ 
duct. These details arc questions of pris¬ 
on management which this board has 
adopted find la extending as rapidly as 
may be done. But, In order to accom¬ 
plish the results, many of which the 
Chief Executives of this State eighty 
years ago recognized should be accom¬ 
plished. we must have legislative aid.

Indeterminate Sentence Favored. 


The world has given much attention, to 
the study of criminology In recent years, 
and there la a national o; sanitation 
known as the American Prison Associa¬ 
tion. and also an International organiza¬ 
tion. known as the international Prison 
congress, which has worked out and Is 
working out the question of crime and 
punishment along lines both practical 
and humanitarian. It la the consensus 
of opinion among criminologists that a 
definite term- of Imprisonment Is not best, 
but instead the atnte should substitute 
an Indeterminate sentence with a low 
minimum and a high maximum, and that 
the jury trying the offender shall only 
ascertain whether he Is guilty or Inno¬ 
dent of the crime charged, and If guilty 
; that the law Itself shall flx the limits of 
Ms Imprisonment, between which limits 
[.the convict himself may Secure Ms re¬ 
lease from the penitentiary by reforma¬ 
tion, and the prison authorities are the 
ones to determine whether. If released, 
he will make a useful citizen or return 
1 to crime. If, in the opinion of the pris¬ 
on authorities, he will make a good clti- 
I xen. the convict Is to be released bo toon 
as that fact la ascertained. Or If he 
gives no hope of reformation he shall 
serve out the entire portion of his sen¬ 
tence. The practical effect of this law in 
to Increase the average of prison *#n- 
tencea. It cuts down the sentence of tho 
!« nr-time convicts and Increases the sen¬ 
tence of the short-time convicts. The In¬ 
determinate sentence has been <-nacte<l 
In many States, aad the reeults there 
have been satisfactory, and we believe 
that the system te worthy of a trial here.

Some Portion of Earnings. 


his parols, and the convict should be 
permitted to use some portion of his 
earnings to support those dependent upon 
him. Tnder the preseut law a convict is 
not entitled iq anything upon his release 
by parole, but is required to purchase 
for himself a suit of citizen*' clothes and 
secure his transportation. It not infre¬ 
quently happens that convicts In the 
penitentiary who have served there for 
many years, and whom this board has 
considered worthy of parole and whose 
confinement has been so long that their 
families have died or moved away, and 
whose friends have entirely forgotten 
them, have not a penny with which to 
begin life, and the convicts in the peni¬ 
tentiary and the officers of those Insti¬ 
tutions contribute from their private 
funds the necessary amount to reclothe 
the released convict, pay hia expenses to 
some city where he goes with the hope of 
securing employment, but with no assur¬ 
ance of It. 

A convict discharged at the expiration 
of his sentence or by pardon receives 
from the iftate a suit of clothes, five dol¬ 
lars In money and a ticket back to the 
county of his conviction. This provision 
for the discharged convict is entirely In¬ 
adequate and the result Is that either 
the discharged convict must have money 
of hie own. friends or relatives who can 
supply it; must secure Immediate em¬ 
ployment: must beg or steal. It is un¬ 
wise on the port of the State to make 
such inadequate provision for the con¬ 
vict htinself. A very frequent reason as¬ 
signed to this board why a convict 
should be paroled is that there are at 
home a wife and children without means 
of support and are charges upon the 
community In which they live, and that 
the convict should be released In order 
to maintain them. 

The city officials of Frankfort and th# 
members of the chanty organisations know 
how many dependents of convicts In the 
penitentiary hare come Into this com¬ 
munity and are charges upon It, because 
they have been deprived of the earnings 
of the members of the family in the peni¬ 
tentiary. *

Under ihe present law, convicts are re¬

New Cellhouse Needed. 

Cellhouse "A" at the Frankfort peni¬ 
tentiary Is a very old structure; the 
locks on the cells are largely worn out; 
the cells themselves are smaller than 
should be used, and It is the Judgment 
of this board that the Legislature should 
appropriate sufficient money to tear out 
tho cells In cellhouse "A" and replace 
them with modern steel cells, equipped 
with sanitary toilet arrangement*. 

The prison population bus largely In¬ 
creased In Kentucky, but has as greatly 
Increased In other States in the Union. 
At present, because of the Increased pop¬ 
ulation In both penitentiaries, many celts 
are occupied by two inmates. This should 
not be necessary or permitted, but each 
inmate should be provided with a sep¬ 
arate cell, and for that reason we think 
It important that a new cellhouse he 
erected having at least 400 additional 
cells. 

The women’s prison Is an old one. and 
improperly located between the two wings 
of the present celihouses. and the men 
from the upper portion thereof may took 
through the windows Into the women’s 
yard or talk with them from the ceils.

New York. Dec. 14.—In the further 
ventilation of the domestic difficulties 
of Mr. and Mr* W. Gould Brok&w It 
was brought out to-day that, although 
Mrs. Brokaw Is now suing at Mtneola 
Long Island, for separation with ali¬ 
mony of $60,000 a year, It was her hus¬ 
band who first threatened to sue. A 
telegram from him to Mrs Blair, his 
mother-ln-taw, was the medium of this 
Information, and It also contained his 
version of the Incident that assumed 
Importance in to-day's session of the 
trial.

Court of Appeals. 


Judgment of th© Jefferson Circuit Court 
was reversed in the case of the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company against John Ray¬ 
mond's administrator. The lower court 
gave judgment for $2,500 damages for the 
death of Raymond, who was struck and 
killed by a street car. Error* of Instruc¬ 
tions caused tho reversal. 

Judgment of the McCracken Circuit 
Court was affirmed In the case of George 
W. Welters against the city of Paducah. 
In a contest over the office of City Treas¬ 
urer of Paducah between J. J. Dorian 
and Walters tho court here held that 
l>ortan was Ineligible and that Walter# 
was entitled to the office upon showing 
that he was eligible. Walters sued for 
salary from November 16, 1308. to Jan¬ 
uary l. 130$, and the lower court held 
ugainst him, as during tide time Dorian 
eras acting City Treasurer and drew the 
salary The court here affirms, saving 
that the doctrine Is well settled that # 
municipality.

Bring* Suit In St. Louis To Set Aside 
Provision© of Theatrical Man¬ 
ager's Will. 


In reversing Judgment of the Franklin 
Circuit Court in the case of D. P. Rich¬ 
ardson. City Tax Collector, against tho 
State National Bank, of Frankfort, the 
Court of Appeals to-day ruled that the 
tM’t of 1W6. changing the laws of taxation 
of hunk*, appilea to county and city taxes 
as Weil as to State taxes. The action wa* 
brought by the bank to eujoln the city 
from assessing Us shares of stock for 
taxation for city purpose# for 1W6 undar 
the act of 190ft, alleging that a tq>oclai 
board of supervisors had been appointed 
and was about to aas**M the property 
without deducting therefrom th© value of 
United States bonds held by the bank. 
The lower court granted the injunction 
against the city and an appeal was taken. 
In previous decisions the Court of Appeals 
has held that national banks were liable 
for Btate taxes for 1906 under the 1906 act. 
The court. In its opinion to-day. says 
there is the sam© necessity for this legis¬ 
lation ns to local taxes as there was to 
State taxes.

“The report does not condemn certain 
abuses of the future system, and par¬ 
ticularly the practice adopted by the 
New York Cotton Exchange of arbitrar¬ 
ily fixing the 'price differences’ between

"The report shows tliat this ’fixed dif¬ 
ference System* results In an abnormal 
depression of the future price as com 
pared with the spot price of middling 
cotton, and that these abnormal depres¬ 
sions of the future price disorganize the 
future market and seriously Impair Its 
value for hedging purposes, one of the 
principal functions of a cotton ex¬ 
change. Th* report also shows that this 
unnatural depression of the future price 
work# to the Injury of the cotton pro¬ 
ducer, particularly because prices of 
cotton paid by merchants to farmers 
are largely established by applying 
‘buying limits’ to the future prices 
quoted on cotton exchanges.’*

VICTIM OF SMALL POLITICS AND 
PETTY METHODS AT 
FRANKFORT. 


COL HALDEMAN’S 

DEPLORABLE DISCLOSURES. 


(From Yesterday's Louisville Tlmos.) 

The Adjutant General of Kentucky Is 
tho activo head of the forces on which 
the State relies for the upholding of 
tho law and the enforcement- of order 
when the means at the command of the 
civil authorities have proved Ineffectual. 
Gen. Philip P. Johnston Is. and for two 
years has been, Kentucky's Adjutant 
General. 

In August of this year there ap¬ 
peared In the Focus, a weekly newspa¬ 
per published in Louisville, an article 
written by Us editor, Mr. Denny B. 
Goode, expressing regret that 90 per 
cent, of the officers of the First Regi 
ment, of which he had been a member, 
had resigned from the organization ow¬ 
ing to tho continued refusal of Gen. 
Johnston to grant to the men the right 
to elect their officers, as specifically and 
categorically provided by the State 
Guard law, and to certain officers, who 
chanced to hav© Incurred Gen. John¬ 
ston's displeasure, the right of being 
heard in their own defense by a mili¬ 
tary court before being cashiered. In 
the course of that article the editor of 
the Focus spoke of Gen. Johnston as a 
brave Confederate soldier and a cour¬ 
teous gentleman. In Hs opening sen¬ 
tence he made usu of the expression 
Gen. "Peacock" P. Johnston. 

A copy of the publication was mailed 
to (km. Johnston by Gov. Willson, ac¬ 
cording to Gen. Johnston's own state 
ment. On receiving it Gen. Johnston 
came to Louisville, accompanied by a 
Junior officer of his department. The 
two went to the qffico of the editor of 
the Focus. Gen. Johnston, in his tes¬ 
timony in the Police Court the morning 
after the visit, said that he Introduced 
himself to Mr. Goode. Mr. Goode, in 
his testimdny. said that, If the Introduc¬ 
tion was made. It was made in so low a 
tone as to be inaudible. The testimony 
of both was agreed as to the fact that 
Gen. Johnston then asked Mr. Goo<k 
if h© w'rote the article In the Focus, 
that Mr. Goode replied.

It 
seemed that the hard work cheerfully 
don© by officers and men, that the ac¬ 
tive support extended by the Commer¬ 
cial Club, the liberality of private citi¬ 
zens and th© esprit du corps that then 
characterized the organization, would 
succeed in making the First Regiment 
one which tho Government, in January. 
1910, would accept without question as 
an Integral part in Its plan of national 
defense. It was at this stage that a 
line of action was begun by the Ad¬ 
jutant General's Department, which. If 
not explicable on th© ground of Ignor¬ 
ance of military usage* and courtesy, 
can be accounted for only on th© 
ground of deliberate intent to make 
the Colonel's, tenure of office so un¬ 
comfortable as to compel his resigna¬ 
tion. 

Newly mustered In companies were 
refused equipment on technicalities: 
elections In companies were Interfered 
with by the Adjutant General; finally 
the right of th© men to elect their of¬ 
ficers was suspended; officers were cash¬ 
iered without trial and the command of 
the organization was virtually taken out 
of the hands of its commanding officer, 
transferred to Frankfort and there ex¬ 
ercised without regard to the legal 
rights of officers and men. Represen¬ 
tation of these conditions was repeated 
ly made to Gov. Willson, and 
he repeatedly promised their im¬ 
mediate remedy. Not one of 
these promises was kept, and it wms 
only after thorough conviction that his 
efforts to serve the regiment could not 
be successful under an unfriendly ad¬ 
ministration that Col Haldeman re 
signed. That the resignations of 90 per 
cent, of hl» officers immediately followed 
the prompt acceptance of the Colonel's 
Is not regarded by him merely as an act 
of personal loyalty, but as a protest of 
competent and self-respecting officers 
against deliberate and long-continued 
Injustice. 

The acceptance of Col. Haldeman's 
resignation was followed by the appoint¬ 
ment to the colonelcy of Capt. H. C. 
Grinstcad. then holding an office under 
the Republican city administration. Mr. 
Morris Gifford, the son of a Republican 
office holder, was appointed Lieutenant 
Colonel. H. E. Mechling. a candidate 
for th© Board of Almermen on the Re¬ 
publican ticket, was appointed Major 
of the First Battalion. 

Robert L. Harris, a Republican mem¬ 
ber of the General Assembly and 
candidate to succeed himself, was ap¬ 
pointed a company commander. Capt. 
Robert N. Krieger, sine© prombted to 
be Assistant Adjutanv General, one of 
the most active of the nonofficeholding 
class of young Republicans and a near 
relative of the Republican candidate 
for the criminal Judgeship, was made 
the Regimental Adjutant. Mr. H. I 
Fox. a Republican candidate for the 
office of Magistrate, was appointed 
Regimental Quartermaster. Second 
Lieut. Meadows, a Federal officeholder, 
was promoted to a captaincy. Of the 
other appointees, Capt. J. Reginald 
Clements was an active Republican, 
and others were firm in the faith. 

It began to look a* though Gov. 
Willson had been misinformed In say¬ 
ing that he had no Intention of mak¬ 
ing the First Regiment a Republican 
organization. This view presented It¬ 
self to the Editor of The Focus, whose 
lack of humility in his first meeting 
with Gen. Johnston appears to Gov, 
Willson to have been sufficient provo¬ 
cation for the General to use his cane 
In order to teach good manners. Mr. 
Goode gave expression to his view of 
things on the eve of th© regiment's 
departure for camp. At camp, election* 
were held whereat tha name of Cot 
Qrinsteod was th© only one on which 
the men were permitted to vote and 
Lieut. Col. Gifford was thrown to the 
fishes through the Instrumentality of 
a sec re* ballot In order that, for ap¬ 
pearance's sake, a Democrat could be 
mimed in his stead. 

Th© history of fh© regiment since 
camp and its present status are known. 
They do not inspire confident hope that 
the annual inspection in January, which 
will determine Its standing with the Na 
Hlonal Government, will find It up to re- 
qulremwits. And the fault therefor 
rests neither with tho present officers 
and men nor with the old. Col. Grln- 
stead was given an Impossible task. He 
personally has had tbe former Colonel’* 
beat wishes and whatever assistance he 
could give, and now has his testimony 
that all that could be done CoL Grin 
stead has done. It is not his fault that 
a regiment. In w*hich there was abso¬ 
lutely no polKlcs—Col. Haldeman neith¬ 
er knowing nor caring whether his offi¬ 
cers were Democrat* or Republicans, 
asking only that they do their duty— 
*hou!d huve been converted Into a po¬ 
litical organization by the u«e of Illegal 
methods. The fault for the virtually 
certain failure of the First Regiment anj 
possibly of the State Guard to meet the 
requirements of the Dick law rests with 
Gen. Philip P. Johmrton and his ally 
and protector.

President Janies K. v Patterson*s resigna¬ 
tion as head of Kentucky University, 
which was tendered last June, was accept¬ 
ed by the board of trustees at their regu¬ 
lar meeting here, tho resignation to take 
effect some time between the first of Jan¬ 
uary and live first of July, at the opuun 
of the board, which means that President 
Patterson will step aside when his suc¬ 
cessor has been appointed and Uiat this 
appointment will he made before July i 
of the coming year. 

A number of prominent educators have 
been apoken of as President Patterson * 
successor, and It was roported that Pres¬ 
ident W. F Htnltt. of Central Uni¬ 
versity, would be chosen. 

• • • 

Successor Not Suggested. 

Members of the board of trustees, how¬ 
ever. stated to-night that the brief ses- 
Jrton held by the board to-day was so 
hugely taken up tv th routine business 
that little consideration could be given 
to the question of a successor to Presi¬ 
dent Partenmn and that the name of no 
person as his successor wni brought lie- 
fore the board. The hoard will not hold 
another regular rneertng until next June 
•but a roiled meeting will be held soon 
to consider the selection of a successor 
to President Patterson, and It la ex¬ 
pected t t the new president will be 
elected then, though President Patterson 
will probably continue to dlsciarge the 
duties of the office until the close of the 
scliool term- In June. 

It Is not expected that President Pat¬ 
terson will retire from State University 
wdien he gives up the presidency- An 
office will be created for him. which will 
probably he given the title of chancellor, 
by which he will continue in charge of 
much of the Important business or the 
university, the n»*w president devoting 
his attentton largely to the management 
of the scholastic affairs. 

• • • 

Medical College Connection. 

At its a*'selon to-day It was also prac¬ 
tically settled by the br*ard that there 
would be a medical college established in 
connection with the university this win¬ 
ter An effort has been mode by influ¬ 
ential members of the medical profession 
In thin city and Louisville to eaiiublish 
tills winter a medical college for the uni¬ 
versity. the first two years of the course 
to be taught In this city and the lost two 
years In I*>ui*vllte. President Pattereon. 
however, at to-day's session of the board, 
recommended that these promoter# should 
before the college was established first 
secure the passage* of a bill through the 
legislature appropriating a sufficient sum 
of money to erect suitable buildings and 
equipment both here and In Louisville, 
and also have a hlU panned making suit¬ 
able annua) BrTroprlatlons for the sup¬ 
port of a medical college of high class. 
Until the advocates of the new college 
laid these hi Ms passed. President Patter¬ 
son thought tliat the university could not 
lend Itself to the plan. The board In¬ 
dorsed the president's position, and the 
chances of the new medical college being 
established depends entirely on the In- 
flunco Its promoter* from Louisville and 
this city cam exert with the Legislature. 

The board Of trustees had expected to 
be In session several day*, but It was de¬ 
cided to call a special session to consider 
the selection of a successor to President 
Patterson. Its other business was com¬ 
pleted and the board adjourned to-night. 

• • • 

Fund Will Be Raised. 

An aggregate of $42,216 for the payment 
of the debt of $65,000 which Is due on 
tho Y M C A. building December 16 had 
been subscribed up to noon to-day. and 
it is now practically settled tliat the en¬ 
tire amount will be raised in time, and 
that tho Y M. C A. of Lexington will 
start in the new year absolutely free 
from dobt and with one of the most mag¬ 
nificent new buildings of the kind for a 
city of this size in the country.

Interest In the effort to raise the fund, 
and the enthusiasm In the cause has even 
reached tho children, one little boy. 
Charles Kerr.* Jr., son of the well-known 
lawyer, having to-day contributed $5 
which he had saved during the year In 
his bank for his Christmas expenditures 
A sub* 4 *it>tlon of $5 was received from 
Charles Prentice Norwood. 8 years old. 
and contributions were likewise made by 
two other email boys. Stanley MU ward, 
Jr., and William Mllwnrd III 

At the meeting of the soliciting com¬ 
mittee* to-dav, George Bain, tbe auc¬ 
tioneer, said that he had heard that gam¬ 
blers In I^exlngton are betting 2 to 1 that 
the full $55.(V)0 will not bo pledged. Wllh 
an apology to the ministers present, Mr 
Bain stated that he aw* willing to take 
a quarter or half or aU of the $1,000 on 
such terms; that he would pay a com¬ 
mission to the one who would lay such a 
wager for him. and that he would give 
the winnings to the Y M. C, A. fund.

of the country’* financial problems be¬ 
fore It was time for him to lea'*. Ktv# 
minutes after he had concluded his 
apeeoti he was & hoard his train. 

The banquet brought together fully 
l, 100 men of business prominence. The 
dining hall at Y*D was the *oen*. 
Throughout the dinner there was much 
merriment and Yale tongh predominat¬ 
ed. Col. 1. M. Ullman, president of thj 
chamber, the President's host, presided, 
and President Hadley, of Yale, and 
Gov. Weeks Spoke briefly. 

President Taft on be4ng Introduced 
said that he felt the occasion oppor¬ 
tune to rpeak to the business men otl 
the question to whether we are to 
Iwve money enough to run the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

He told of cutting down the estimates 
In department* over the expenditures 
of last year, and how the money Is to 
be spent In the expectation of having 
a surplus when the accounts are bal¬ 
anced for the > .Mr. H** explained the 
unexpected Increase In the cost of the 
PanamA Canal, touched upon the nc«*d 
of waterways, but declaring that he 
did not favor Issuance of bonds b-fons 
work is begun n »r forming n ‘•pof* 
Into which ooch t.t*ctlon could dip Its 
hands. He did believe, he said, in hav¬ 
ing waterways Improvement go ahead 
wonomicaily without waiting until It 
is demanded by political * xpotency. 

President TUft said one way of sav¬ 
ing money Is to bring up a standard of 
efficiency among employes In govern¬ 
mental deportments. He raid that he 
felt like one crying in the wlldernes* 
to Advocate civil pensions, but he be¬ 
lieved the tlm© would come when th* 
policy would have to be adopted. 

The President predicted that more 
buslnosslike methods of conducting the 
finances of the country were sure to 
be adopted *0 that the expenditures, 
though becoming less would not pre¬ 
vent Increasing the scope of depart¬ 
ments and th** crwiiion of new bureaus 
which would tnako for the general wel¬ 
fare of the people.

To Knox'® Action. 

Mexico City, Dec. 14.—Resolutions 
prepared by a committee selected at a 
meeting of the Central American peo¬ 
ple in Mexico City denouncing the ac¬ 
tion of the United States In reference 
to Nicaragua and Zelaya were mallpd 
here to-day to Preitldent Taft and Sec¬ 
retary Knox. They wore ratified at a 
nmw meeting of members of CentraJ 
American colonies in this city at a late 
hour last night They are in part aa

"That the Govomment of ths t nlted 
States has no right lo intervene in tho 
interior affairs of Nicaragua despite the 
nusons stated by you. and we affinn 
that the purpose of your Government is 
to consummate an offense against Nica¬ 
ragua. arousing political paaalons taking 
advantage of the credulity or disloyalty 
of somw Central Americans

Pittsburg. Pa.. Dec. 14.—War was 
formally declared upon the United 
BL&te«» Steel Corporation by the leaders 
•»f organised labor throughout tip.* 
United States and Canada at the close 
of a momentous two days’ conference 
to-day. The decision to buttle long and 
hard against the stand taken by the 
steel corporation in Its policy of "open 
shop" was readied by the labor con¬ 
ferees only after hours of debate. 

Samuel Gornpera. president of the 
American Federation of Labor, presid¬ 
ed over the conference, and through 
him the measure was put upon the rec¬ 
ord books of the executive council of 
the federation. 

The grievances of organized labor 
against the stoel corporation as set 
forth In the resolution have been for¬ 
warded to President Taft and the 
United States Senate and House of 
Representatives. The Governors of the 
States in which the United States Steel 
Corporation owns plants or has inter¬ 
ests will also receive a copy of the 
resolution. 

• • • 

Text of Resolution. 


The resolution In part follows: 

"The United States Steel Corporation 
has declared war on labor. In Its se¬ 
cret councils this corporation has de¬ 
creed that the only obstacle to Its com. 
plete sway—organized labor—shall be 
crushed. The labor organizations con- 
slst of its employes, the workers (their 
wives and little ones), human flesh and 
blood. It Is by their labor that they 
live; they have no purpose other than 
safeguarding their lives, their charac¬ 
ters, their future, the safety of the re¬ 
public and humanity. 

'These factors now confront each 
other. By their purposes, attitude and 
actions must they be Judged.

Stoel (Vtrporarlon proclaimed its decree 
of hostility toward labor. The right of 
the workers to associate for their com¬ 
mon protection was no longer to be rec¬ 
ognized or tolerated.

"At the instance of the United States 
Steel Corporation, officers of local, mu¬ 
nicipal and State government* have un¬ 
warrantably tyrannized over citizens, 
invading the constitutionally guaran¬ 
teed right of free assemblage and free 
speech. We recommend that commit¬ 
tees be appointed by this conference to 
wait upon the Governors of States and 
such other official representatives of 
county and municipal districts ns are 
In control at points where the United 
States Steel Corporation has plants lo¬ 
cated. for the purpose of presenting to 
these officials the great wrongs inflicted 
upon the people of these communities, 
and that tho committees demand an In¬ 
vestigation and. where charge* made 
are substantia ted by evidence, the offi¬ 
cers responsible therefor be removed 
and the wrongs Immediately righted.

Robert Tafel. one of the students, read

the "Electronic Theory of Matter." 

I Dr. H. E. Tulay gnve an interesting and 
instructive l*n*ture on milk. He began 
with tho chemical Ingredients of milk 
and the methods of separating the cream 
and foreign matter. Bacteria and im¬ 
pure milk were graphically pictured, 
showing how one particle of dust dropped 
in the milk pall would develop a colony 
of thousands of bacteria In twenty-four 
hours The spread of disease, especially 
tuberculosis, he Maid, wo* caused by cer¬ 
tain harmful bacteria which flourished in 
sickly rows. Ho contrasted the dirty. 1H- 
ventllated, poorly-Ugh ted barn of the com¬ 
mon dairy with those which furnished 
certified milk, and Illustrated this with 
aterroptlcon slides of certified cow burns. 

He ma id the only safe method of dis- 
I'overlng diseased rows is to subject them 
to Inspection by a board of disinterested 
physicians. Fifteen or twenty years air> 
Louisville w-ji* visited by an epidemic of 
typhoid fever, he said, caused by un¬ 
cleanly milk palls which hod been rlns«*d 
In typholdous spring water. 

In conclusion Dr. Tuley said "Thare 
Is need for this sver-nresent dinger 
which threaten* each one. It lies with the 
people to remove the cause by demanding 
certified milk and meat with the Gov¬ 
ernment stamp. Twenty cows were 
slaughtered and found unfit for food The 
offal from these cows was thrown on the 
ground, where tf was Immediately eaten 
, by hogs. The people of Ix>uiovllle ate 
1 those hogs find nre eating such meat all 
Let us str.vn for the day wnen 
we shall eat and drink without fear of 
the r on sequences."

Realising the need of & new city hos¬ 
pital. resolutions recommending the ap¬ 
pointment of a nonpartisan hospital 
commission were adopted at a meeting 
of the Jefferson County Medical Society 
in.the Atherton building. The resolu¬ 
tions set forth that such a stop Is es¬ 
sential before a bond Issue can be car¬ 
ried by the majority of the vote* cast 
for such a proposition. Previously a 
committee from the Jefferson County 
Medical Society had visited the hospital 
and reported a new structure Impera¬ 
tive. 

The president of the organization was 
instructed to appoint a comnffttee of 
five to urge the pussage of an act creat 
Ing such n commission and to obtain the 
support of the Commercial Club, the 
Mayor and the Council. It was slated 
last night that the committee would be 
selected the latter part of the week. 
The resolutions follow. 

Whereas. Tlw November grand Jury 
has mad* the following report relative 
to the condition of the Louisville city 
hospital: 

"It Is perhaps superfluous to say that 
thla condition Is a hundred fold worst 
at the city hospital. The venerable 
building, crumbling to decay, after serv¬ 
ing to sheK«r three generations of the 
city's sick, disabled and unfortunate. Is 
kept clean os possible and Its Inmates 
cared for with as much comfort as the 
building will permit The development 
of modern hospital design and practice 
has left Louisville's facilities to far In 
the lurch that the Institution has become 
a reproach and a disgrace to the com¬ 
munity, That It makes better provisions 
for Its malefactors In its Jails than for 
the poor unfortunates huddled In It* 
nirr^rAnmitttsd hospital, bespeaks not a 
city of progress ns Its great seal proudly 
boasts, but mark* Louisville In IMS re¬ 
spect. which should b« Its chief concern, 
as the city IJisvi has stood still 

"Efforts to remodel and renovate a 
hospital which Iuls been In use nearly 
three-quarters of a century would be as 
impoes'lble as they would be absurd En¬ 
tire replacement of the buildings Is im¬ 
perative and further postponement of thr» 
drastic remedy’ will be a disgrace to the 
community," and. 

Whereas. The committee from the Jef¬ 
ferson County Medical Society has here¬ 
tofore Investigated the present building 
and reported the erection of a new build¬ 
ing as absolutely Imperative, and, 

Whereas. The appointment of a non- 
partloan commission |« essential before a 
bond Issue aan be carried by the ma¬ 
jority of the votes cost for such a prop¬ 
osition, therefore, be It 

Resolved. That the president of the 
Jefferson County Medical Society appoint 
u ooaunittaa of five to urge the passage 
of an act creating a nonpartisan l»os- 
pltal commission, and to obtain the sup¬ 
port of ths Commercial Club, the Mayor 
and tho Joint Council for this act.

Impxx>v«cmcn ts In Oriental Service. 

An Important feature of novelty has 
been lntroduct*d into the 1910 soiling sched¬ 
ules Just announced by the Great North¬ 
ern Steamship Co. It has been decided 
to make Manila a port of civil on both tlu» 
going and return voyages of the steamer 
engaged in the trans-Pacific service. Un¬ 
der the now schedule a person can stop 
over at Manila seventeen day* If d»aeired. 
The steamship Minnesota, which Is the 
largest steatu ship in the trans-Pacific 
service, will make four round trip* to 
the Orient during the coming season. The 
accommodations on this steamer are of 
the first class and it is equipped with all 
modern conveniences and facilities, the 
most Important of which Is the Installa¬ 
tion of the wireless telegraph service, said 
to be the most powerful of any steamship 
in the world. 

Another feature that will appeal to the 
tourist this year is the privilege of leav¬ 
ing the ship at Yokohama and proceeding 
by rail or through the Inland 8ea by boat 
and rejoining the Minnesota at Nagasaki. 
This sea Is noted for its b«*iuty and the 
side trip now offered Involves no addi¬ 
tional expense. 

The schedules for the coming year hav c 
been arrang«'d with a view to accommo¬ 
date a large tourist travel to the Orient 
and the rapidly Increasing t ravel In Ma¬ 
nila and the various island possessions 
of the United Slates. The first sailing has 
been fixed for March 23 and will be ap¬ 
preciated probably by a large number of 
tourists to Japan, as they will be able to 
arrive In that country early in April, 
when the beautiful cherry trees of the 
Empire of the Rising 8un are in full 
bloom.

Ordinarily the duty would 
devolve upon the regular Commissioner 
of the court, but, as objection la made to 
him, no good reason appears why the 
court may not appoint a Special Com¬ 
missioner free from objection. The court 
entertains no doubt that the regular 
Commissioner of the court would per¬ 
form his duties with absolute Impartial¬ 
ity, but, where objection is made to him 
by some of the parties, especially in 
• -uses of this character. It seems better 
that a Special Commissioner be appoint¬ 
ed. 

The court will appoint Mr. Charles F. 
Taylor Special Commissioner, with In¬ 
structions to open tho ballot boxes and 
count the ballots In the presence of the 
parties and their counsel and make re¬ 
port of his finding to the court on or be¬ 
fore the - day of December, 1900. The
